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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the proposed amendment filed December 12, 
2005 is still deemed to constitute new matter and/or raise new issues requiring further search and consideration for the following reasons: 

(1) Applicant has submitted several articles in an attempt to demonstrate that the terminology "X to Y mesh" would be understood by those 
skilled in the art to mean that the particles are capable of passing through a mesh of X but are not capable of passing through a mesh 
"larger" than Y. However, none of the cited articles supports this argument. Attachments A through D merely show that particles with a 
size range of X mesh to Y mesh can be represented by the expression "X to Y mesh." The examiner has never challenged the meaning of 
this expression. Applicant should note, however, that the finally rejected claims do not recite that the first particulate activated carbon has 
a "size of 60-100 mesh," but instead recite that this first particulate carbon is "capable of passing through a mesh of 60-100." This claimed 
expression has been interpreted to mean that these first particles are of a size which is capable of passing though a mesh having some 
value between 60 and 100. Also, from publication E, it is noted that the expression "60/100 mesh" (arguably equivalent to "60-100 mesh") 
means that the particles pass through a 60 mesh sieve but are trapped by a 100 mesh sieve (i.e. do NOT pass through a 100 mesh 
sieve); and therefore Applicant's attempt to amend the specification and claim 1 to recite that the first particulate activated carbon is not 
capable of passing through a mesh of "larger" than 100 clearly constitutes new matter. 

(2) In any event, the proposed limitation that the first particulate activated carbon is "not capable of passing through a mesh of larger than 
100" has not been previously recited, and therefore raises new issues requiring further search and consideration. 
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
